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In a telephone interview of March 21, 2006 and March 28, 2006, it was agreed that all 
rejections raised in the Office Action of September 30, 2005 were withdrawn. 

The Examiner raised a new double patenting issue, which is obviated by a Terminal 
Disclaimer filed herewith. 

In view of the withdrawal of all grounds of rejection, and the raising of a new ground of 
rejection, the application is not under final rejection, and the Request for Reconsideration of 
November 30, 2005 tolled any deadline running against this application. It is believed that no 
Petition for Extension of Time is required. It is also believed that the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed herewith is timely and may be considered.
